No particular significance has been at- 
tached to the present visit. Apparently it is, 
like the recent visit to Mexico City, just a 
friendly call, in keeping with the good-neigh- 
bor tradition. As such Canadians will ap- 
preciate the compliment and heartily recip- 
rocate the sentiment which inspired it. The 
President of the United States is a very busy 
man. That he finds the time, and accounts 
it worth while, to spend a few days at Ottawa 
bespeaks the high value which in this part 
of the globe is placed upon international 
friendship. 

Things being as they are in the world 
Canada can count itself fortunate in having 
only one next-door neighbor. And still more 
fortunate in that this neighbor is the United 
States. If our Dominion were located on the 
fringe of Europe or Asia, instead of on the 
continent of North America, we would un- 
derstand better how good is our fortune in 
these respects. We do not know what it is 
in time of peace to live in fear of aggression.

rates — and it is not surprising 
| Ninety-eight per cent of ali letters 
| posted in Canada, I am told, are 
of the one ounce variety. In the 
| United States these go for three 
cents, but in Canada they are four 
cents. This means thousands of 
dollars every day in Toronto alone 
In all fairness it must be said 
ithat this particular tax was put 
on by the finance department 
But let us look at some others. 
Airmail letters are six cents p#r 
|ounce in the U.S., but seven cents 
for first ounce here. A six-pound 
parce! going from Edmonton 
Wetaskiwin, costs the sender 3v 
cents. For the same weight and 
}distance in the U.S. (including 
delivery fee), the charge is 18 
cents—just half 

A domestic money 
say $20 costs the sender 13 cents 
in the States, but here it is 16 
cents. To obtain a certificate 
of mailing here, it is necessary to 
register an article, paying therefor 
an additional registration fee of 
| 10 cents 

A certificate of mailing can be 
had in the U.S for one cent.

FOR THESE reasons ft seems

These also re- 
quire large capital expenditures 
which will be in most cases beyond 
the financial reach of the province. 
The Dominion, if it assumes these 
expenditures, might insist on the 
hydro-electric development rights, 
or they might be prepared to make 
a deal about them with the prov 
ince, 

The province probably could be 
able to finance the cost of the dis- 
tribution system. It is possible 
however, that in a case like the 
Red Deer diversion project where 
long and expensive canal systems 
are required, Dominion assistance 
might be required to extend be- 
yond the originial dams to canals 
and auxiliaty reservoirs as well 
as the reservoirs themselves.

HOWEVER these details will 
have to be worked out, and once 
accurate estimates of each entire 
scheme are completed it should 
be a fairly simple matter for the 
| governments concerned to am'c- 
ably work out a fair division of 
costs. It is imperative that these 
arrangements should be complet- 
leq as soon as possible and work 
started. 

I do not believe that these ir- 
rigation projects should be con- 
sidered as part of the govern- 
ment’s long-range plan of keep- 
ing “public works” pending until 
they are necessary to take up un- 
}employment slack. These projects, 
if undertaken immediately, will do 
much to prevent unemployment 
developing, or should we suffer a 
recession, prevent it from becon 
| ing a depression.

220,000 in the aggregate attendance 
of individuals in aH activities of the 
association 

These figures included in the 
Y.M.C.A, annual report for last year 
give the best indication of the ex 
tent to which boys and young men 
use the facilities of the association
